“SCOTCH” ANTI-TRANSIT BILL,
TAYLOR'S CALL TO ASSEMBLY

Calls Measure Menace to Whole High-Speed
Program—Nothing of Sort is
Vare’s Rejoinder

. TPormer Transit Director A, Mereitt Taylor today issued & warning to the
people of Philudelphin that unless House bill No. 54 is defeated by the Legis-
lature the vesults of four years' struggle for real rapid transit development in
this city will be endangered, if not destroyed. '

Mr. Taylor called upon the members of the Legislature to "scotch” the pro-
posed piece of legidlation, charging openly that it wus designed to enable transit
obstructionists to divert the already adequate borrowing capacity which the
city has for transit development to other purposes and thus destroy the plun
which the people have voted for favorably.

The bill in question, which would throw open to general appropriation pur-
poses the 3 per cent borrowing cupacity now availuble exclusively for transit
and port improvements, will be up for second reading in the Sennte tonight, It
alrendy has passed the House, where it was introduced by Ropresentative James
J. Heffernan, of Philadelphia.

In spite of Mr. Taylor's appeal, State Senator Vare, sponsor for the bill,
said he would work for its passage and it would pass,

After the Taylor statement had been reud to him, Senator Vare said:

“There is no intention under this constitutional amendment to divert she
money already appropriated for transit or that which may be needed to com-
plete the system. The bill intends only to utilize the surplus in easge a surplus
exists. In the end, it is the people's money and the bill must be submitted to
the people before anything can be done. 1 introduced this amendment the same
as I did the original bill which it amends, and I also intreduced the other en-
abling transit legislation prepared by the late John G. Johnsen and worked for
its passage.

The statement of the ex-Director follows in full:

7 Statement by A. Merritt Taylor

Joint resolution No. 04, which originated in the House, is progressing
through the Legislature. It must be scotched forthwith or the special bor-
rowing capacity which hus been secured to the city solely for transit and port
development will be diverted to other purposes and the people of Philadelphia
will be cheated out of ut least a part if not all, of their high-speed system,
The results of four years' struggle for real rapid transit in Philadelphia must
not thus be destroyed.

Here nre the facts:

In 1018 a bill was prepared by Mr. John G, Johnson at my suggsition,
which mude personal property in Philadelphia taxable for city instead of Stute
purposes. The assessed valuation of taxable personml property was thus made
a basis of city borrowing capacity and the city was enabled to increase its in-
debtedness to an amount equal to 7 per cent thereof, or £40,000,000, for transit
development and other psrmanent improvements.
